RICH VON STROHEIM, motton- 
3 picture director and actor, says 
that story telling has two angles 
of appeal. There is the plot, he asserts; 


‘interesting for its thrilling, romantic or 


amusing situations, and. then. lifelike 
characterization. 

“Most stories,”’ says the director, 
‘‘combine these two appeals, one of 
‘them ‘usually being emphasized. The 
story that is dominated by the plot is 
perhaps most common. The plotting of 
plots is a miethanical form of genius. 
It is like solving a puzzle or inventing 
an intricate mechanism. These. stories 
are often melodramas, comedies, mys- 
tery and detective stories. 

“*To transfer characters to black type 
on white paper is most difficult. To 
describe a person, his and make 
the character live before the mind of the 
reader calis for a deep study of life, and 
for extensive human understanding and 
tolerance of all sorts of persons. Most 
of the — gf literature have 
been successful in on. 

“Tt has been only too easy to bring 
the plot, story and little else to the 
pictures. When stories were first vis- 
ualized through the camera, plot was 

t, and the people were rubber- 
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attiring themselves most carefully.’ It 
was the plot era. 

“As yet the picture has not freed 
itself from plot slavery. Stupendous 
sums are still paid for: mediocre writ- 
ings, the only value in which is the 
title and some more or less — sit- 
uation. 

“The story in which the. chiiracters 
are invested with human interest -por- 
trays the growth of an idea or the de- 
velopment of the human mind, and owl- 
ishly the producer affirms these are no 
good. Some producers have made rare 
sacrifices for the sake of art by pro- 
ducing so-called highbrow stories which 
have. been. unsuccessful. in every box 
office.

WHE cinema. (which a few die-hards 
still call ‘“ki-nema”’ with enor- 
mous. satisfaction) having at- 
tained the responsible age of 
thirty-three years, perhaps a 

survey.of its past and present, and’ some 
conjectures as to its future, probable or 
desirable, may be made; and even if I 
am in no sense such ‘an adherent as to 
be what Americans call a ‘‘ movies fan,’’ 
perhaps I may be allowed to make them. 

The first cinema that most of us who 
are no longer young can remember was 
called the: zoetrope (or wheel of life). 
You looked through slits in a revolving 
cardboard cylinder, and behold! acrobats 
tumbled. Few toys were more: popular 
in mid-Victorian nurseries. ‘The next 
cinema-that I personally saw was. a lit- 
tle flexibJe book of pictures which you 
turned over very rapidly,» and behold! 
children played seesaw and howléd their 
hoops. And then there was. the magic 
lantern (that glorious ent), when 
an old man in a nightcap bed opened 
his mouth and rats ran into it. This 
was achieved by turning a handle In the 


. } slide. All magic lanterns and dissolving- 


view entertainments were an ecstasy, 
and I wish that the new invention had 


not ao completely thrust them into obliv- |

The Firet Real Thrill. 


The first real films that I remember 
seeing were those displayed at the end 
of e¢ery performance at the Palace 
Theatre when itewas a hall of variety. 
The “ Biograph’’ was the name given 
to this feature “‘invented by Herman 
Casler,”’ and with it a new world seemed 


{to come into being. That was in the 
late ‘90s. A railway journey in Wales; 


with rapid and exciting music by Mr. 
Finck, comes back to me as I write, and 
the sudden emergence from ‘a tunnel at 
Conway Castle. No films. seen since 
then have-carried the same thrill. 


The. beginnings of this astonishing in-| 


vention are complex. It is commonly 
credited to Edward Muybridge, the au- 
thor of a book called'*t The Horse in 
Motion,”’ published in 1878, who invented 
anh‘instrument called the zoopraxiscope, 
which enabled an- audience. to see crea- 
tures actually in being: athletes com- 
peting; thoroughbreds galloping, and so 
forth.. Our old friend the zoetrope (the 
trusted ally, it will he remembered, of 
Captain Reece in_his efforts to keep the 
crew of. the Mantelpiece amused) was 
the basis of this device, in which in 
place of the drawn figures -of the toy. 
Muybridge inserted. his instantaneous 
photographs,. taken «in a sequence: of 
cameras placed in a ‘row ‘beside race 


‘courses and running tracks, ‘the shutters 


of which were. operated automatically, 
by means of threads, by whatever crea- 
ture was in motion. The zoetrope being 
filled -with the pictures: in their. right 
order, Muybridge put it in action and 
flung’ them on the screen.”

Muybridge’s Ingenuity. 

Although this was not the cinema 
proper, it is probable that but for Muy- 
bridge's ingenuity the cinema might-not 
have come ‘so soon, of even might. not 
have cothe et all. For it chanced that 
he gave the first exhibition of the zoo- 
praxiscope before e Electrical Con- 
gress in Paris in 1881; in the laboratory 
of Dr. E. J. Marey, wihio was also study- 
ing the subject, and it stimulated cer- 
tain French men of science; and in 1882 
he lectured to the Royal Institute in 
London om his researches, when much 
interest was aroused among English in- 
vestigators, too. I can distinctly re- 
member how people talked about these 
photographs, and how. the olf horse 
painters were put to shame! 

Three years later an Ameérican pho- 
tographer, George Eastman, hit upon 
the possibility of a rolled film, to take 
the place of plates, and this made cam- 
eras pocketable. Short as was the roil,

Just. as pagan priests once poured 
oblations and offered up sacrifices. to 
appease unknown gods, so the sailors of 
many lands and times have made sac- 
rifices.. “The Greek seafarer from old 
times used to throw ‘small, pieces of 
bread overboard to placaté the powers 
of “the. deep. Similarly the Russian 
vsallor tossed overboard bits of cake 
made of flour and butter/upon setting 
out. ona -voyage or on running into 
a storm, to propitiate the guardians of 
the scaways. 

Chinese Had Own. Method. 


The Chinesé varied . both motive 
and the procedure. When an oldtime 
junk set sail pandemonium broke loose. 
Gongs, bells, musical instruments. and4 
the human voice joined in a medley 
punctuated. by the popping of - fire- 
crackers.’ ‘The ‘object was not’ propitia’ 
tion, but bluff.- They were bent upon 
exorcising the demons instead of pla- 
eating them. Perhaps, with their an- 
cient, patient, fatalistic wisdom, they’ 
realized more surely than their West, 
ern ‘brethren the folly of trying <to 
propitiate the evil ones, and decided to 
play poker with them. 

In. Sicily, in Sardinia ard in Malta 
storms at sea were the occasion for the 
ringing of church. bells, sailors once be-- 
Heving that this practice was efficacious 
in quieting the storm. The classics are 
full of the belief that witches . could 
raise storms and that minor deities 
must be propitiated.. In the wanderings 
of Odysseus, for example, there were 
Aeolus and’Calypso, who must be ap- 
peased before voyagers were certain of 
fair ‘prospects. Just how the ancient 
seaman ever learned which witch or 
deity had caused him the trouble and to 
whomhe must sacrifice in advance is a 
puzzle of no small intricacy to a mod- 
ern, unless, like Odysseus, the gray-eyed 
Athene or some other well disposed deity 
Stood close at-harid to warn and in- 
struct. 

The monkish chronicles of the Middle 
Ages are replete with stories of sainfly 
interventions orm behalf of long suffering 
and sorely tried mariners. This applied 
not only to the more intangible afflic-. 
tions Hike .northern fogs and tropic |*® 
calms but to tempests and above all to 
the dreaded waterspout. The skipper or 
some’ other officer on board an endan- 
gered ship read the Gospel of St. John, 
while ‘the crew with knives made 
motions as if cutting the spout. 

Some of the sacrificial practices strike 
the landsmah ‘as funny. One of these 
was the belief.of the sailorman that 
the cutting of hair and beards of a 
crew would’ serve+to abate the storm- 
god's anger. 

The” Scandinavians haye long held a 
reputation for hardthood at sea; but two 
years ago, a. Scandinavian liner. came 
into New York Harbor with most of the 
crew wearing cldse cropped hair. Her 
captain ‘admittet that for two days. ‘ot 
howling: tempest. the ship: had literally 
lost, way, rather than gained,’ on -her 
course, until the crew called to mind the 
old belief and insisted on. haircutting— 
and the tempest died down before the 
barbering was completed. .On the other 
hand, the belief is sometimes met with 
at sea that the cutting of hair and nails 
during a calm will bring on wind. 

Not 41! of. the sailorman’s beliefs are 
of such a harmiess nature. As late as 
1867 thé belief was prevalent that Finns 
possessed uncanny power. In that year 
Karl Anderson, a Swédish sailor on ‘the 
British, vessel Raby. Castle, killed. a 
mulatto deckhand under the hallucina- 
tion that he was a Finn and could draw 
blood, from ;anything~even from the 
ship's foremast. 

Frerich sailors believed for ‘hundreds 
of years in the existence of a kind of 
nautical Puck, -who opened knives in 
thelr pockets while they slept, drew up 
anchors during dead calms, tore sails 
in pieces if they were left. carelessy 
thade fast, and untied ropes badly knot- 
ted. 

The India O¢ean cattletish has given 
rise to other superstitions connected 
with the disappearance of boats and 
even full rigged ships. A French apolo- 
gist suggested, after the loss.of the 
Villa de:Paris to the English ,in the 
American war, that a huge cuttlefish 
was responsible, instead of the ee 
of an enemy. 


Mystery Ship Beliefs. 


There ~have been many explanations 
offered for the mystery ghips, which are 
in a class /by themselves in maritime 
history. These mystery ships are of 
two kinds—the unexplained 
ances and the’ still more i plicable ap- 
pearances. In the first class: are those\ 
like the big American collier Cyclops, 
which vanished utterly during. the World 
War. ‘Fire, storm, sudden. explosion, 
wreck, might account for these. But 
what of ‘the Vessels whfch suddenly ap- 
pear ‘with no captain or crew and no 
sign of the fate which. overtook them? 
A few years ago a ship loaded with 
green bone fertilizer was overhauled 
with everything in order, but no trace, 
of-humap life. In the Guif waters a full 
rigged sailing vessel, with the captain’s 
chronometers in perfect order and a 
sailors’ washing out to dry» was found, 
with go.sign of life. The bread in 
captain’s:.cabin. was still fresh on the 
table. The captain’s wife was known 
to ‘have been aboard: There was no 
sign of any break in the vessel's routihe 
or ‘6f- any ‘violence or pillage. And no 
jexplanation has ever been made.

WANTS GAME BAGS HAL VED 
TO SAVE LAS T OF WILD LIFE 





HE 5,500,000 huntsmen in abs 
. United States must cut their bags 
in half or this will be a game- 
less continent, is the warning of 
Wiliam T. Hornaday, Director 

of the Bronx Zoological Park. Ss 
Dr. Hornaday, as trustee of the. Per- 


manent Wild Life Protective Fund, will’ 


launch a campaign this week to in- 
terest. the Federal Government, State 
Legislatured, «civic ‘bodies ana sports- 
men in efforts to restrict hunters’ kills 


»and’ to establish shorter open seasons, 


By cutting the volume of slaughtered 
game in two, Dr. Hornaday believes 
that wild life may be placed on ‘a con- 
tinuing basis. In addition, he advocates 
the passage of State laws, similar to 
the Pennsylvania game laws, where $2 
sanctuaries have been established. In 
answer .to~ arguments that certain 
species. of’‘game are inexhaustible; Dr. 
Hornaday asks what has kecome of the 
buffalo, passenger pigeon and heath hen. 
The woodcock is fast disappearing, he 
says, and thé plight of the quail is so 
serious that in all of the Western States 
but two, and in the\majority of North- 
ern States, quail hunting is legally! ex- 
tinct. : —

How te Minimize Howls. 

If a set howls, try placing an .001 mfd 
fixed condenser the primary .of 
the first amplifying tube and connect a 
wire from the cores of the transformers 
to the ground binding post. See that, 
no wires run too close or parallel. Make 
all wires as short as possible, especially 
the wire leading to the grid. Shield the 
back of the panel “by covering it with 
tinfoil. Leave’ a margin around. all 
contacts and wires. The only connec- 
tion to the tinfoil is made at the ground 
binding post. Try revers the con- 
nections of the antenna or ground series 
condenser to eliminate.the effect of body 
capacity. Some dials on the market 
today have set screws that extend out 
from the knob,*so~that when the hand 
touches them the signal strength is re- 
duced. The end. of a condensed shaft 
covered by a knob of poor insulating 
material will cause leakagé, and is also 
likely to serve as a small* condenser, 
producing an effect similar. to; body + 
capacity. 

Duolateral or honeycomb coils —— 
more efficiently with several stages of 
radiofrequency amplification than spider- 
web coils. To protect cojls from ab- 
sorbing moisture paint or dip them in 
collodion instead of shellac or paraffin. 

A radiofrequency amplifying trans- 
former with a range of 275 to 600 
meters works well-on the first stage of 
radiofrequency amplification, and one 
of 500‘to 1,000 meters on the second 
stage. An audioamplifying transformer 
with a ratio-of about 9 to 1 produces 
good results on the first stage.

Transmitting Tubes. 


Big vacuum tubes containing exactly 
the same thfee elements, filament, plate 
and grid, as the smaller tubes used in 


.| receiving sets are employed for trans- 
-| mission. The elements are much larger 


and are in proportion with the size of 
the tube, which is about twenty inches 


jlong. In place of a 22% or 45 volt 


““B” battery; necessary for receiving 
circuits, the big tubes require- about 
2,200 volts on the plates. This voltage 
is not supplied by ‘“‘B’’ batteries, but 
.by. a motor: generator operated off the 
lighting mains. The majority of broad- 
casting stations have this apparatus in 
duplicate in case one of the generators 
breaks down. The filaments are lighted 
from the same source,_»Storage bat- 
teries cannot be used to light the fila- 
ments use of the rapid consumption 
of current. 

A twenty-kilowatt tube has a very 
large, rugged filament, many times the 
diameter and length of the ordinary 
radiotron used for receiving..

The plate is a metallic cylin- 
der about.one and a half inches: in 
diameter and eight inches long.: The 
plate, instead of being inside the tube, 
as in receiving tubes, forms an outside 
wall of the tube.

A bank of ten tubes of this kind 
operated in paralle] is capable of gen- 
erating 200 kilowatts of power, about all 
that is required for most transoceanic 
.| radig communication. Engineers predict 
that it will undoubtedly. be possible, 
when the necessary development ~ work 
‘has been completed, to construct tubes |> 
of many hundreds or even thousands of 
kilowatts... Such devices would not only 
play-an impottant part in radio com- 
munication ‘but wilt play an important 
part in the electrification of railroads 
and the transmission of power to long 
distances by means of direct current. 

A 1,000-kilowatt vacuym tube called. 
the. magnetron has been developed by 
the. General LElectric Company. It 
weighs sixty pounds and will supply 
energy equivalent to that required to 
light 40,000 twenty*five-watt incandes- 
cent lamps or supply the electrical en- 
ergy required by 1,500 average homes. 
The tungsten’ filament, if drawn into 
\filament of the size used-in the ordinary 
incandescent lights,-.would supply fila- 
ments for 175,000 such lamps. The fila- 
‘ment’ in the tube is four-tenths of an 
inch in diameter and twenty-two inches 
long. This is large compared to the 
filament of the UV-199, which has’ a 
filament diameter four times smaller 
than the ordinary hair.

REAL FA THERS OF NEW YORK’ 
WERE BELGIANS, NOT DUTCH 





W — question is asked, WMno 
founded New Y 7 most of us 
reply, promptly, ‘The Dutch.” 

But Baron de Cartier, Belgian Ambas- 
sador to the United States, is not con- 
tent with that answer. While giving 
all praise to the Dutch for their part 
in the planting of. a community at the 
mouth of the Hudson, hé asserts—and 
brings evidence to prove—that the first 
colonists were Belgians and that a Bel- 
gian group likewise established the so- 
called Swedish settlements on the Dela- 
ware. 

Speaking at the comméncement exér- 
cises at Rochester University, where he 
was honored with the degree of Doctor 
of Laws, Ambassador de Cartier told 
why he claimed for his people the credit 
popularly given to their neighbors, the 
Hollanders, Reviewing the historic 
events that let —— movements ot 
Belgians to the New World, he said: 

**In the sixteenth century the nine 
provinces which now constitute the 
Kingdom of Belgium and the. Provinces 
which now constitute the ‘Kingdom of 
the Netherlands. were all. united under 
one dynasty. All of these Provinces, 
both Dutch and Belgian, were animat- 
ed by somewhat the same spirit of 
independence, and instead of permitting 
fhemselves to ose their identity 
among the appanages\pf the great Em- 
pire of Charles V., they insisted upon 
and obtained recognition of a separate 
autonomous. existence. They became 
known collectively as the Seventeen 
Provinces,~he Low Countries, the Néth- 
erlands, or les Pays Bas. “Both the 
Dutch and Belgian Provinces were, as 
you may say, very much in the same 
boat. 

“With the advent of Philip II. the 
liberties of the: Low Countries became 
seriously endangered. Philip was both 
despotic and fanatical. He not only 
Persecuted ‘the Protestants, of whom 
we' had a goodly number in our Bel- 


gian Provinces, but he disregarded our | ¥2° 


civic liberties and also endeavored to 
subordinate our commercial interests, to 
those of Spain.

caution until sufficient time has elapsed 
to permit of verification: by a series of 
cures. The new vaccine treatment is be- 
fing administered in at least three hospi- 
tals in London, and the conservative re- 
port from one of them states that in sixty 
‘have been 
favorable almost without exception.’’ 

- The treatment is administered by hypo- 
@ermic injection and consists of.a sub- 
stance prepared from the inner part of 
the tubercle bacilli themselves. Theoreti- 
cally it should protect those who are well 
against infection from tuberculosis by 
provoking the formation of a protective 
agent in the blood. In those suffering 
from ‘tuberculosis it is said to produce 
‘the agent fn sufficient quantities to be 
curative. The new treatment is sup- 
‘Posed to act much in the same xay as 
the antitoxin treatment for diphtheria. 

Numerous attempts have been made in 
the last forty years to combat viata’ 
losis with a vaccine prepared from 
berculosis. germs. The question natu- 
rally arises: Where does the new method 
differ from thase previously tried? .The 
lgecret of the discovery under considera- 
tion lies in the answer to that question. 

itripping the Germ of Its Armor. 

. The germ of tuberculosis consists of 
two parts: A tough, fatty or waxy cap- 
sule and an inner coré which contains 
the true poison of the disease. The outer 
covering is so tough that it protects the 
inner poison sufficiently to prevent it 
from activating in the blood the forma- 
tion of enough of.the antitoxic agent (or 
antibody, as it is called: by bacteriolo- 
gists) to conquer the, disease process. 
A way has been found to rid the germ of 
its fatty coat (or most of it), and the 
mew remedy is prepared from the inner 
toxic product which remains. 

In these days the source of any new 
discovery, especially in the medical field, 
fis carefully considered before it finds 
authoritative backing and the general 
acceptance of those competent to judge 
its merits. This is particularly true of 
remedies for tuberculosis heralded as 
“*eongymption cures.’’ In this case, 
however, the source of the discovery was 
sufficient ih itself to ‘attract worldwide 
attention. ? 

Professor —— ‘prayer, F. R. S.. 
head of thé Department of Pathology of 
Oxford University, is the scientist whose 
labors have been rewarded by what is 
regarded in England ‘as a most encour- 
aging result. On June 14 Professor 
Dreyer delivered a lecture at the Insti- 
tute of Pathology and Research' of St. 
Mary’s Hospital, London, on “‘ A Spe- 
cific Treatment of: Tuberculosis.” His 
address consisted of a detailed report, 
couched in terms of the utmost caution, 
of his precise. and complicated chemical 


' experiménts“iwith cértain» germs, and, 
, ending with his concentration upon the 


, Serms of tuberculosis and the results 
' attendant upon the experimental ad- 
“ministration of the substance which he 
' was finally able to prepare. 

More precisely his lecture dealt with 


‘ what he described as ‘‘ some new prin- 


ciples in bacterial immunity and their 
@pplication in refactory infectiogs, in- 
ep ype tuberculosis.’’ 

In speaking of specific treatments orig- 
inating from the specific germs of the 
different diseases, Professor Dreyer 
said: 

Fdilure is’generally the rule in dis- 
eases caused by acid-fast and Gram- 
positive micro-organisms, such as the 
bacillus tuberculosis, This generaliza- 
tion applies only to bacterial bodies 
themselves, not to their soluble products 
such as toxins. Although the rule does 
_ not hold absolutely, it is in the main 
correct.”’ 

What is an acid-fast and Gram-posi- 
tive germ? Acid-fast is a term denoting 
bacteria which ‘are not decolorized by 
mineral acids after having been stained 
with aniline dyes. Examples of acid- 
fast bacilli are those of leprosy and 
tuberculosis.. Gram-positive bacilli are 
/ those which take on a deep violet color 
ons stained by the method of Gram, a 

ish bacteriologist. . Conversely, non- 
&cid-fast and Gram-negative gems are 

ose that are decolorized by mineral 
acids and which are not stained a deep 


iat violet by Gram’s method. 


‘ The lecturer elaborated his thesis by 
@aying that it had been clearly proved 
that acid-fast and Gram-positive germs 
Were associated With the presence in 

ese germs of certain waxy or fatty 
substances, and that there was a Prob- 
ability that the faflure to produce im; 
munity was due to the presence in the 
germs of these waxy or — sub- 
stances.

Dreyer, ‘‘ that these substances protect 
specific bactericidal proteins and 
prevent their liberation®from the body 
of the bacterium, thus checking or com- 
pletely stopping the production of the 
dole adequate stimulus for the immunity 
yeaction of the infected organism.”

Having reached this conclusion, Pro- 
fessor Dreyer was ready to begin his 
experiments, ‘which were carried out 
with several species of germs, but more 
Particularly \with the germ of tubercu- 
losis.

The next step was to learn whether 
or not the “ defatted.’ substance could 
exert definite curative effects on ani- 
mals suffering from bacterial infection. 
It was found that they could and did. 
The “defatted ’’ micro-organisms were 
readily digested by the body fluids, and 
their substances were thus. set free to 
produces the antibodies desired: Ex- 
periments with four rabbits suffering 
from tuberculosis showed that the d's- 
ease was arrested. Yet Professor 
Dreyer, with commendable caution, ob- 
serves .that it is too early to express 
‘any opinion on. the effect of the treat- 
ment on tuberculosis. 

Dr. Paul: Fildes and Dr. G. T. Western 
are treating sixty tuberculosis patients 
in the London Hospital with Professor 
Dreyer’s remedy and note improvement 
in nearly all cases. It may be stated, 
however, that tuberculosis patients are 
extremely optimistic and respond tem- 
porarily to any treatment from which 
improvement may be hoped. 

Scientists Are Hopeful. 


English views of Professor Dreyer’s 
discovery are contained in a letter to 
The London Times from Sir James 
Crichton-Browne, one of Britain’s most 
distinguished physicians, and in an ar- 
tiele in the same publication by an 


‘Professor Dreyer’s new ———— of 
vaccine treatment “of tubérculosis 
attracted widespread attention and th 
tests to which it is now being put are 
followed with keen ‘interest and solici- 
tude by medical men and by thousands 
of sufferers from that disease.

.| proclaimed and vaunted in. the past 


and found waiting, but Professor Drey- 
er’s pronouncement comes from,an un- 
impeachable ‘scientific source, and is 
‘founded on careful experimental investi- 
gation. It is too goon to say that his 
conclusions are absolutely established, 
but they are already more than probable 
and highly encouraging. 

As to the originality of Professor 
Dreyér’s ingeniously devised and intri- 
cate’ research there can be no: question, 
but.I venture to think that as regards 
one of its features it was in some meas- 
ure anticipated a quarter of a century 
ago by that brilliant. bacteriologist, Pro- 
fessor Allan Macfayden, who was. cut 
down in his prime and whose work is 
not perhaps so well remembered as it 
ought to be.’’ 

Sir James goes on to explain that 
Professor-Macfayden devised a method 
of stripping bacteria of their fatty cap- 
sules by the use of formalin and ace- 
tone, and that the serum of an animal 
into which the residue had been injected 
possessed antitoxic properties, conferring 
immunity and curing - infection.

HAT has become of the block 

parties? It is midsummer and 

you may search the town from 

end to end and find scarcely 

one. A year ago, or two or 
three, a motorist could scarcely burn up 
a gill of gasoline without ‘coming to 
another closed street, with the lights 
bright behind the. barricade, and the 
girls and boys and oldsters, too, dancing 
on the asphalt) Time was, quite re- 
cently, when it looked as if. the block 
party had become an integral part of 
New York’s life. Why. didn’t it? 

The trouble seems to be that while it 
was a jollification it also was a social 
phenomenon, So much is agreed to by 
sociologists, psychologists, welfare 
workers and specialists in the study of 
recreation in the streets. The analysis 
mest - be ‘carried further. The “block 
party is'a social phenomenon in Penn- 
sylvania and there it still flourishes, 
carrying on a tradition which goes back 
to Colonial days. In the 60s and 
earlier New York foregathered in Sum- 
mer in neighborhood streets and on its.

situation. *The average turnover of vot- 
ers in any New York political unit Js 
25 per cent. a year. One new neighbor 
in four every year. I have lived here 
fcr eleven years in one house. Of my 
criginal neighbors there is only one left. 
In Philadelphia I lived for twenty years 
in one row and three-fourths of the 
neighbors remained without change all 
that time.’ The same contrast holds if 
you compare, say, negro houses, in Phil- 
adelphia and tenements in New York. 

‘There was a time when it was differ- 
ent in New York. In ‘the "60s and,.’70s 
the houses were open all Summer, Peo- 
ple then went away for a month at 
most. In the evening. they would visit 
up and down the block. There was visit- 
ing on the stoops The spirit was per- 
haps more intimate than: that of the 
block parties we had recently. There was 
no dancing. The attitude toward 
dancing in those days was different. 

““New York is what it. is because it 
is always on the march. But in Old 
World cities things take root. I hap- 
pened to be born in Abeih, Turkey. A 
city there has its local poems and plays, 
its airs, ballads, — s. This is true 
of such a town as Mexico City as well. 
But a pleas like Lows Angeles, for in- 
stance, with a big population, can be 
shoveled together in a few _years, and 
in Néw York there is nobody who was 
born here.’ 

Professor Williams cited . another 
change which works against the Dlock 
party as a permanent institution.

Up to the. middle of July’ the present 
year brought only twenty-eight block 
party applications to the office of 
Joseph Johnson, Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Works, . who. issues the permits on 
behalf of -Manhattan’s Borough Presi- 
dent, Julius Miller. A year or two ago 
that day was counted lost which did not 
bring in at least one application for a 
permit. The permits of the present year 
include those granted for religious cele- 
brations, for the most part the saints’ 
fétes which for decades have been ob- 
served by Italian regional societies and 
church groups. 

“There is stricter city supervision 
over block parties now,’’ said Commis- 
sioner Johnson. ‘‘-Some abuses crept in, 
but now’ the collection of admission fees 
or other funds is prohibited. Applica- 
tions are investigated by Commissioner 
of Public Welfare Bird S. Coler from 
the standpoint of his department. The 
Borough President’s office co-operates 
and investigates from ‘the physical 
standpoint, the closing of Fire Depart- 


ment streets, &c. If the rmit is is- 
sued, the Police and the re Depart- 


ments are notified. 

“The day they ened the Boardwalk 
at Coney Island saw hundreds of 

people there who apparently had stuck 
a sandwich in their ket and ridden 
down for a nickel. ey weren’t going 
into any of the attractions. They were 
just looking at. the ocean. They fur- 
nished one — why the’ block party 
has fallen off. 

Still another reason is the intensive 
use of settlement houses, according to 
Mrs. Julius C. Bernheim, executive di- 
rector of the ited Neighborhood 
Houses. In the war period the block 
party was used by Americanization 
workers to create neighborhood interest; 
such work is now done on broader plans 
through the houses. 

Other social workers say the diffi- 
culty of excluding traffic from a street 
has been a factor in the abandonment 
of the block party by those who used 
it deliberately — of spontaneously. 
They all agree that New York is a hard 
town for community work because of the 
constantly shifting population. 

At any rate, the block party didn’t 
perpetuate. It looked gay enough while 
it lasted, but it was only a 
plant, growing slowly through the

Experts Who Study Men's Taste Say They Like the Hard Sort 
With Sharp Flavors—Makers Differ on Question Whether 
It Is @ Substitute for Pre-Volstead ‘Drinks. eS 


like —— This taste has 
revolutionized the business’*in 
the last dozen years. Time was 
when a “ real ’’ man would hot 
be seen eating candy, unless 
there was some woman around to lay 
the blame on. Candy was ell’ right, he 
thought, for ‘women. and .children. 
Father was willing to go into a candy 
store. to buy sweets for-his family. 
That.was part of his role of bread- 
winner and provider. . Young men «were 
willing to-purchase bonbons for their 
best girls. If: they did not, some rival 
would. Also there -was the Saturday 
candy’ for mother. But for a man to 
confess ‘openly a fondnéss for choco- 
lates or ‘bonbans and .buy them for him- 
self, that was unthought of. 

These observations afe made by Mrs. 

Ora H. Snyder of Chicago, who was in 
New York the: other day on her way 
to a national confectioners’ convention. 
Mrs. Snyder invested a nickel in an 
egg and a cup of sugar thirteen years 
ago and started in the candy business. 
She found \that ‘men were not holding 
up their end of ‘the — eating, and 
investigated. 
,“ When men went into a shop to buy 
candy for some one else they would get 
a dime bag of some cheap candy that 
they could stick way down in their pock- 
ets for themselves,’’ said Mrs. Snyder.

Now that men have discovered. they 
like candy, they buy more of it for 
themselves than women do, she says. 
Men, so Mrs. Snyder has found, are es- 
pecially given to eating hard candies

In largé measure he is the 
man who, makes claims of influence in 
the depaftments in Washington suffi- 
cient not only to take care of the illicit 
interests, but to protect a — en- 
forcement official. 

I recall a case in which a —— ot 
that kind came under our observation. 
The business began in New York one 
night when an_ enforcement agent 
strolled into the Knickerbocker Grill. 
recently padlocked for six months on 
order of the United States Court. In a 
little while he was in conversation with 
a likely looking individual who lly 
inquired, “‘What’s your Hine of busi- 
ness?” The agent. assuming the pose 
of a bootlegger, sald, ‘I’m buying dad 
selling 5.’” 

“T think.” said the stranger, ‘‘I could 
fix it up for you to meet a number of 
men in the game. I’m a sort of middle- 
man. They would expect me to assure 
them. of course. that you have the mon- 
ey with which to do big business."’ 

"Too bad,” said the agent, ‘“‘I’ve got 
nothing with me tonight but some small 
change.’ He flashed a roll which 
looked bigger than it was. ‘* Not 
a cent over $20,000,” he continued. ‘‘I’ve 
got plenty more where I can put my 
hand on it tomorrow.” 

The middleman thought $20,000 would 
do for a starter. They went over to a 
hotel near by and the middleman got 
in touch with several men by telephone. 
These men shortly came in, \One of 
them bore a name well known. They 
talked of large quantities of Maquor 
which they could deliver, Both sides. 
however. were cautious. anxious to have 
all details. properly arranged before the 
deal was closed. Finally, the group 
broke up to get together in another 
city. 

This. Attorney Came to Grief. 

At the secorid meeting one of the lead- 
ing lawyers.of the second city appeared. 
The: agent.5ad convinced the group at | 
the first he was not only 

a-large dealer in nueit Uquors but an 
— — aistiuer. The lawyer pro- 
posed that he.join “‘my group,” go. to 
the West Indies and operate a distil- 
lery which would furnish all of them 
with ample supplies of Niquor. The 
agent, however, insisted that he needed 
liquor immediately for ‘the: requirements 
of his own trade. A third meeting was 
arranged, in New York. The lawyer 
again appeared, and the deal was 
closed. 

The Mquor was delivered as agreed. 
The agent had trucks waiting. He also 
had confederates waiting. When the 
liquor was transferred to his trucks, as 
agreed, it was seized. 

The lawyer is now under indictment 
for his part in the affair, though he had 
assured the agent that his influence in 
“high circles ’’ was sufficient to insure 
immunity for anything that might be 
done. 

The lawyer represented, as he said, 
merely a group. Operating in the same 
territory are a number of other groups, 
some of them ‘equally powerful, The 
game situation undoubtedly exists in 
other parts of the country. There is 
hardly a city so small but that its illicit 
Hquor business is divided among sev- 
eral groups. All of these stand as a 
unit against the law, but within the bor- 
ders of their own illegal world they cut 
one another’s throats whenever oppor- 
tunity affords. 

A man who started out.on @ small 
scale may have acquired, by political 
pull or otherwise, an immunity suffi- 
cient to enable him to grow rich and 
to extend his business greatly. Many 
such own large strings of automobiles 
and employ a great number of subor- 
dinates. In some cases, the leader is 
able to inspire his “ gang’ with a loy- 
alty and a sort of love which induces 
them.to face any sort of danger for 
him. These, bootleggers of personality 
and charm are, of course, the worst of 
the lot. Many of them “have succéeded 
in attaching to their groups fine young: 
men, boys from good homes, who have 
been led to'their ruin by love ‘of adven- 
ture and admiration ‘for’ ah unworthy 
leader. 

No matter how powerful a bootlegger 
grows, he has an aspiring rival ready 
to oust him from his favored position 
with the drinking public and with the 
local authorities. Sooner or later, the 
downfall comes. Lawlessness, as is al- 
Ways the case in the long run, preys 
upon and destroys itself. 

The campaign of propaganda against 
prohibition is at once the. most exten- 
sive and the most intensive the United 
States has ever known. It neglects no 
means of expression. The crossroads 
weekly is as carefully courted as the 


metropolitan daily. The doctrine of 
nullification is not more vigorously 
preached from a place on: the speaker's 
platform of great assemblies than from 
the corner seat in the smoking compart- 
ment of a Pullman car. The stage and 
the motion picture screeh are turned to 
account, 

‘The whole effort is to repeal or modify 
the Volstead act, the purpose of which 
is to enforce the Constitution and the 
State laws. passed for the same purpose. 
There is no sign of any real effort to 
repéal the BHighteenth Amendment by 
the orderly process of. Constitutional 
‘modification. 

The thing ostensibly sought is legal- 
ized. beer and light wine, which the 
propagandists assert would be in per- 
fect accord with the spirit of the Eigh- 
teenth Amendment. Few, if any, men- 
tion an alcoholic content below 2.75 per 
cent. A beverage ofthat alcoholic con- 
tent, they say, is not an intoxicant. 
They attack the one-half of 1 per cent. 
requirement of the, Volstead law as ab- 
eurdly low. Yet the fact is that the 
one-half of 1 per cent. Umit for non- 
intoxicating beverages was fixed a great 
many years before ~ prohibition, * 
largely at the request of the liq 
manufacturers themselves as a prot 
tion against the manufacturer who did 
not pay the internal revenue tax. In 
other words, many people who now cry 
so loudly that 3 per cent. beer is not 
an intoxicant were firm in the asser- 
tion before prohibition that anything 
over one-half of 1 per cent. beer’ was 
an intoxicant. 


As toe “ Light Wine and Beer.” 


The argument for light ‘wine and beer 
is based on the assumption that the 
present law is unpopular and cannot be 
enforced. Every energy of the propa- 
gandists is called into play to make it 
appear that the law really is unpopular 
and that conditions, bad from the be- 
ginning of prohibition, are ‘constantly 
growing worse. Countless newspaper 
items have been inspired to substantiate 
this claim... There is more propaganda 
than liquor in the smuggler ships.. The 
volumé of filicit drinking actually done 
in the United States is small compared 
with the drinking talked of by the 
propagandists.. There are gitls who 
drink moonshine out of the hip pocket 
flasks of fheir escorts to parties, but 
the number is insignificant compared 
with the number represented as doing 
it. Schoolboys have been made drunk 
by bootlegxers or by somebody, and ‘one 
prominent newspaper asserts that it was 
by the propagandists themselves—but

Let Europeans themselves tell what is 
being done in the nations of that Conti- 
nent to force a return to legalized liquor 
in the: United States, 

On June 25 of this year Lord ‘Astor 
was quoted in dispatches from London 
as saying that ever since the United 
States inaugurated its great experiment, 
the British liquor trade has been carry- 
ing on anti-American. propaganda. He 
objected to what he called deliberate at- 
tempts to misrepresent everything asso- 
ciated with the United States. “It is 
a tragic thing,’”’ he is quoted as saying, 
“that while anti-British propaganda in 
the United States has-Ceased, people are 
working in England to misrepresent the 
attitude and actions of America.”’ 

Arguments From Overseas. 


On Oct. 27 of. last year American 
newspapers carried dispatches 
Brussels reporting the holding of an 
anti-prohibition congress in which the 
countries represented were Belgium, 
Canada, Spain, Finland, France, Eng- 
land, Denmark, Italy, Norway, Sweden 
and Switzerland. Senator Delannoy: of 
Belgium, who presided, is reported to 
have defined the object of the congress 
‘eas. an energetic struggle against the 
tendencies of modern legislation to sac- 
rifice individual and commercial liberty. 
It was announced that a*world fight 
against prohibition was planned, with 
the United States as the centre of the 
wet campaign... Count de Mun of France 
was placed, in the dispatches, at the 
head of ‘the international committee 
of defense to bring the dry people back 
into the wet fold.’ 

The next day, a follow-up story was 
sent out from Paris. Jean Couprie, one 
of the French delegates to the Brussels 
congress; had returned home and was

prohibition measures, that a day never 
Passes without stores of illicit liquor 
being pilféred; and that these scenes of 
disorder '‘* degenerate always into veri- 
table raging. battles.’’ 

Have European organizations which 
take that view of things and boast of 
their liberal funds for wet campaigns 
throughout the world formed connections 
with the propaganda organizations in 
the United States?. I do not know. 

We know of forty-two organizations 
in the United States that are dissemin- 
ating propaganda in opposition to pro- 
hibition. Of these. the 
Against the Prohibition Amendment is 
by far the most active and influential. 
It has practically paralleled in organiza- 
tion. method) the Anti-Saloon League of 
América, employing almost exactly the 
same form of organization. 

Objects of the A.:A. P. A. 
The avowed! object of the Association 
nst the Prohibition Amendment {is 
threefold. The result it: méans to ac- 
complish first is repeal of -the*® Volstead 


law. Its second object:is to legalize the’ 


manufacture and sale of béer and wines 
for beverage purposes. Its ultimate ob- 
ject, as announced, is the repeal of ‘the 
Bighteenth Amendment to thé Constitu- 
tion of the United States: To ‘this su- 
preme object, however, no active atten- 
tion seems to be given. The whole ¢f- 
fort thus far, it seems, has been not to 
induce the American people to exercise 
their right to repeal a part of the Con- 
stitution, but to have them nullify the 


Constitution by repealing the law for. its| 


| enforcement. Unceasing war 1s made 
‘not alone on the Volstead law but on the 
prohibition -enforcement codes of the 
various States. 

In the Congressional election of 1922 
the Association Against the Prohibition 
Amendment participated in congres- 
sional contests in practically every dis- 
trict, the country over. Its main effort 
was to defeat all Congressmen, who had 
supported the Volstead law. It claimed 
credit for defeating Mr. VYolstead him- 
self, though a pronounced dry was 
elected’ in his stead. The association 
published a list of candidates satisfac- 
tory to It.

Rep- 
resentative Walter L. Lineberger of 
California made his charge in a speech 
on the floor of the House and asserted 
that the effort succeeded. only in the 
case. of Congressman Gensman of Okla- 
home.” He read into the record the 
correspondence between himself and the 
manager of the Association Against the 
Prohibition Amendment. 


Efforts of the “ Anti” Association. - 


The association had sent him & copy 
of its. platform.and asked an expres- 
sion as to how he stood with regard 
to it. He had replied, ‘‘ The only por- 
tion of the program of your organiza- 
tion in which I can acquiesce is Article 
IIL, i. e., ‘So long as the Prohibition 
amendment and the Volstead act are 
the law of the land, they should be 
obeyed.’ Otherwise I am opposed to 
your program.’’ The manager of the 
association had acknowledged this let- 
ter by: writing, “‘I thank ‘you for your 
letter and note you are not in sympathy. 
with our platform.’’ 

Notwithstanding this, the ‘association 
later sent letters into the district saying 
that “>Léneberger will probably come 
out openty .in favor of our platfo! 
Mr. Lineberger demanded a retraction. 
AIn spite of that,;”” he asserted in‘ his 
speech‘in Congress,.‘‘ so far as-I could 
ascertain the organization did nothing 
to correct.the situation created by the 
circularization of its letter.’’ 

The Association Against: the Prohibi- 
tion Amendment. has ‘been active in 
every effort in the States to repeal en- 
forcement laws. After the New~ York 
Repeal bill was signed, the head of the 
rassociation. announced that repeal will 
be sought.in the Legislature*of practi-

TOO MUCH FOR ONE~ MAN 


Assistant President Proposed to 
Take Over Some of Routine— 
Day in President's Life. 


RESIDENT HARDING’S break- 

down on the Pacific coast, fol- 

, lowed by his sudden death at 

San. Francisco, has revived, 

with new insistance and force, 

the proposal that steps be taken by 

Congress to relieve the President of part 

of the present burden, whith, in the 

opinion of many observers at Washing- 

ton, has come to be too great for one 
man. 

Mr. Harding is the third President in 
a few years to show the effects of the 
heavy and increasing strain of his of- 
fice. The first was Theodore Roose- 
velt. A man of exceptional vigor: when 
he entered the Presidency, he lost much 
of his driving power before he left the 
White House and never regained it in 
full. The second was Woodrow Wilson, 
‘who has not yet recovered from his 
breakdown, 

The proposal for an assistant to the 
President, who would relieve him from 
the meshes of an ever-multiplying rou- 
tine, was brought forward in Roosevelt's 
time, for then it was that the new era 
in Presidential responsibilities and cares 
may be said to have begun. 

Extra’ official responsibilities ‘were 
loaded: upon the Presidency; any indus- 
trial crisis, such as a strike that men- 
aced the safety of the nation, ultimately 
reached the President for a solution if 
no other could be found. The war 
brought other heavy additional burdens |};

During thirty-nine days he 
delivered .sixty speeches, of which. thir- 
teen ‘were formal, set addrésses at night, 
before huge crowds. These represented 
laborious. preparation. More than half 
of the other speeeches: were delivered 
from the rear platform of the Presidén- 
tial train, where the President was ex- 
Posed to all sorts of weather at all hours 
of thé day and night. There were many 


nights when Mr. Harding remained up. 


after 1 o'clock in order not to disappoint 
throngs gathered to hear him en route. 

At-other train stops early in the morn- 
ing, the President, awakened by the 
crowd's ‘clamor, hastily donned a dress- 
ing :gown,. spoke from the platform of 
his car, then went ‘back to his interrupt- 
ed sleep. These impromptu speeches were 
even more wearing than his formal, pre- 
pared addresses. 

Even Airplane Brought Work. 

Throughout the trip, in addition to the 
strain:of much entertainment, the Presi- 
dent maintained touch with Washington, 
even in Alaskan waters, and transacted 
official business by telegraph; telephone, 
wireless and the mails. And so, even on 
this far-flung trip, the President failed 
to escape from the meshes of roytine 
with which hfs office has been encoiled. 

Those who are intimately acquainted 
with what goes on inside the White 
House say that it js not the larger ques- 
tions of state which constitute the chief 
strain upon a President's health, but the 
routine and added administrative tasks.

who would relieve the Chief Executive 
of many routine matters. The tribula- 
tions of a President in the appointment 
of a Postmaster, for instance; would: 
provide an ordinary mortal with enough 
worry, loss of belief in human nature 
and petty vexation to last a lifetime.

Maximilian Sent te Mexico. 


It was back in Civil War days, when 
this country was shell-torn and weary, 
that active Continental brains prompted 
the scheme that erded in the Mexican 
débAcle and the Austrian Prince’s death. 
Great Britaim and France, Spain and 
Prussia were not averse at that time to 
sharing in the spoils of the-rich little 
principality of Mexico. Outrages on 
European subjects and rejection by the 
provisional Mexican Government of le- 
gitimate claims gave sufficient reason 
for intervention by foreign powers, The 
seizure by Miramon, the unscrupulous 
** constitutional’ President .of .Mexico, 
of a large sum of money left under seal 


slept until noon and were never fully 
dressed until 5 in the afternoon. Every 
morning Austrian and French bands 
played in the parks, and at last the 
ladies of Mexico City; not to be outdone 
by their English, French and German 
sisters, began to attend the concerts.

Dreaming dreams of a Central 
America opened up 406 modern  enter- 
prise, Napoleon III., backed by his wife, 
"Empress Eugénie, whd had listened to 
the. plaints of priestly refugees, builded 
in his mind's’ eye the little monarchy 
that was to startle the indolent citi- 
zens of Mexico. While Spain and Great 
Britain withdrew from the country in 
disgust at French aggression, Napoleon 
poured in his troops. 

To marshal these troops, Napoleon 
assigned the. Archduke’ ‘Maximilian, 
brother of Emperor Francis Joseph of 
Aust Maximilian was - not. dazzled 
by the thought of a Mexican throne. He 
had a throne of‘his own waiting for him, 
and his brother, Francis Joseph, opposed 
the hazardous journey to a new world.. 

Maximilian had an ambitious wite to 


When Maximilian went on @ journey 
through Mexico he placed .the regency 
in the hands of the Empress. “She pre- 
sided at thé Councils of State and 
transacted all royal business’in hig ab- 
sence. She was, as he himself said, 
“the better man of the two.” But 
even Charlotte's indéfatigabie labors and 
indomitable ‘spirit failed to stem the 
tide ‘of popular opinion turning against 
the foreigners. 

Juarez was once more drawing his 
Ifberals around him. Napoleon III. 
suddenly‘ recalled the French troops, and 
Maximilian, .looking to the Clerical 
Party for help, found that they, too, ‘had 
turned against him. He felt there was 
nothing for him to do but. abdicate. 
This did not meet with the approval of 
the Empress, who started on her fatal 
journey to. Rome. She would see both

It also seems a merciful - dispensation 
of Providence that the Princess: Char- 
lotte has never had to read the letter 
which her husband wrote to her on the 
eve of his execution.

The mine workers desire such en ar- 
rangement for a multiplicity of reasons, 
to which no valid objection has been 
made by the operators in the anthracite 
region. One of the important reasons is 
that this arfangement simplifies the 
monthly collection of dues by eliminat- 
ing the multifarious business transac- 
tfons required between the miner ‘and 
the secretary of the local union and less- 
ening the material factor of cost to the 
miners’ union. 

A further reason is that the errange- 
ment is productive of\greater discipline 
in the miners’ organization and makes 
for the stability of the trade relation- 
ship: and ‘a more efficient enforcement 
of contractual provisions between opera- 
tors and miners. 

The cheek-off arrangement also coh- 
stitutes the only method whereby the 
United Mine Workers can hope to carry 
out the recommendation of the United 
State Coal Commission,’ wherein it 
specifies that the next. agreement in, the 
anthracite industry must. contain pen- 
alties for the non-énforcement of the 
\provisions of the agreement on both 
sides and for the breach thereof. The 
mine workers naturally assume that the 
distinguished members of the Coal Com- 
misaion had in mind the present ar- 
rangement operating through the instru- 
mentality of the check-off.in all of the 
bituminous producing fields. 

The anthracite operators have utterly 
failed to adduce a single valid reason 
in opposition to the establishment of 
the suggested arrangement, except 
Mr. Warriner’s totally unsupported per- 
sonal opinion, frequently expressed, that 
he believéd the arrangement to be ille- 
gal. As a matter of fact, the check-off 
has met the test of every legal action 
raised against it in the courts of our 
land and the mine workers are backed 
in their decision by the favorable opin- 
fons of some of the most distinguished 
members of the American bar. 


Inconsistency of Mine Owners. * 


It is -paradoxical indeed when one 
recognizes that @ considerable number 
of anthracite operatora now fulminating 
against the check-off readily grant this 
provision of contract in their bituminous 
cperations. The Susquehanna Collier- 
fes Company, which is one of the large 
producers in the anthracite field, is 
controlled by the M. A. Hanna inter- 
ests of Cleveland, Ohio, which operates 
bituminous mines in Ohio, Pennsyl- 
vania, West Virginia and elsewhere. 
In each of*their bituminous operati 
they work under the check-off 
mént in a manner jointly satisfactory. 
The Madera-Hill interests, one of the 
large anthracite producers, are ‘also 
heavy producers in Central Pennsyl- 
vania, where they work under a stand- 
ard bituminous contract with the 
ceheck-off. This is also true of a con- 
siderable - number of anthracite coal 
operators who are epparently attempt- 
ring to justify the policy of preventing 
their right hand.from knowing what. 
their left is doing, j 

The anthracite operators have leid 
much stress upon a brief filed by the 
National Coal Association, which is 
dominated by non-union interests ‘of the 
coal industry, as to the amount of 
money collected through the check-off 
in the Central Pennsylvania bituminous 
district. An.examination of this matter 
fn the Central Pernsylvania. field re- 


vealed that 70 per cent. of the total

It is therefore. obvious that the hue 
and cry on‘this subject is. unjustifiable 
and is admittedly utilized for the pur- 
pose of perverting the public viewpoint. 
The mine workers are asking. only the 
same consideration of these several mat- 
ters as is accorded them ‘in the bitu- 
minous industry, where the practice has 
been in vogue for a quarter of a cen- 
tury. The Conceding of these points by 
the anthracite operators would not add 
one penny to the cost of producing the 
anthracite. commodity, and the public 
would not suffer any inconvenience 
therehy. 

The mine workers believe that their 
union in’ the anthracite industry ‘ts en- 
titled to a frank recognition which will 
encompass the essential points of such 
trade’ relationship. They are. insistent 
upon this point and will continue in 
that attitude.. It is unfortunate that 
the conferees of the anthracite opera- 
tors, namely, -Messrs. Warriner, Rich- 
ards, Inglis et al’, will not accommo- 
date themselves to this situation, They 
are men for whom .as.individuals and

OPERATORS’ SIDE OF CASE 


SET FORTH BY WARRINER 
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By SAMUEL D. WARRINER, 
Chairman General Policies Committee ef 
the Anthracite Operaters. 

HE announcement of Mr. Lewis at 
the anthracite ‘conference last 
week that unless the closed shop 
and the check-off were granted, 
further negotiations would be 

useless’ constituted an ultimatum to the 
anthracite operators and we believe also 
to the American people. His further re- 
fusal even to consider the question of 
wages and working conditions or the of- 
fer of arbitration made by the operators 
necessarily brought the conference to an 
immedé@iate conclusion. 

What is the check-off which Mr. Lewis 
demands? 


Tt is a acheme for —— — union 
membership under a-closed shop agree- 
ment whereby the employer collects 
union dues, assessments and fines out of 
the pay envélopes of his employes and 
turns the money over to the union treas- 
ury. No man can be employed who is 
not a union member and: whose wages 
The wishes of the 
individual employe are not considered.

It is welf for the féeader to under- 
stand that the United Mine Workers of 
ca as constituted is the one big 
union in America in the sense that it Is 
not made up entirely of mine workers, 
but includes all classes employed in the 
industry, such as blacksmiths, carpen- 
ters, electriciana and other mechanies. 
It is the only union in the United States 
that demands a check-eff or threatens a 
atrike for {ts enforcement. In the is- 
sue thus created it seeks to secure an 
absolute monopoly in the production of 
cogil. 

The attempt to make this appear as a 
form of union recognition necessary to 
union existence is specious. For twenty 
years the union has been recognized, 
bargained with and contracted with in 
the fullest sense. Under terms imposed 
by two Presidential commissions before 
which this issue was arbitrated, . the 
union has grown and its members have 
been fully protected against discrimina- 
tion. The collection of union @ues by 
the employer is: not a part of union 
recognition. Mr. Lewis is therefore 
juggling with words when he charges

that the failure of the operaters to grant 
the check-off is a@ denial of recognition. 

What are the arguments of Mr. 
Lewis?

Strikes in violation of agreement are of

of responsible union leaders to-avert or 


prevent these violations through union 
discipline are elmost unknown. Provi- 
sions contained in check-off agreements 
which fix penalties for such strikes are 


not enforced, and suggestions that they 


be enforced have been met by threats 
of gtrike. 

In the district of Ilinols the yearly 
average of strikes in violation of agree- 
ment for the past three or four years is 
— The Kansas district averages an- 


‘) nually 325. In the Centrai Pennsylvania 
-coal fields 664 strikes in violation of 
agreement have taken place since April 
1, 1916. Furthermore, inefficiency ,and 
economic waste, already existing to an 
appalling degree, are on the increase.

OLD IDEA HARD TO DOWN

LONDON. 

MEASURE that has passed both 
houses of Parliament will make 
divorce in Great Britain as easy 
for women as for men, and will 
remove the inequality that Brit- 

ish wives have long éndured. 

.Formerly a man seeking a divorce had 
merely to show that his wife had been 
unfaithful, while a woman had to prove 
not only aduitery, but also cruelty and 


‘desertion. Hereafter it will be enough 


for her to show infidelity. This recog- 


‘Inition of the rights of women has been 


slow in coming. 

Before 1858 complete divorce in Eng- 
land, as even now in:Ireland, could be 
obtained only by a private act of Par- 
Hament. Such remedy was beyond the 
reach of the ordinary person. In the 300 
years following the Reformation only 
317 marital unions were thus dissolved. 

In the middle of the last. century a 
demand. arase for a simpler meana of 
divorce, and. the present divorce courts 

were set. up. ..But that. was the. Vic- 
torian Age. Deeply embedded in every 
action of life was the consciousness of 
the difference between men and women. 
There were two sexes, distinct in func- 
tions, needs and in rights, and the mat- 
rimonial law had to take note of the 
fact. So, though it required wives to 
bring evidence of more complex in- 
juries than husbands, it gave them cer- 
tain special consideration. It recognized 
that they were presumably in a depen- 
dent position, and it granted them «a 
right to alimeny and legal expenses in 
their actions for divorce, which it under 
no circumstances: allowed to’ injured 
men. 

Women. have lately asserted success- 
fully their equality with the other sex, 
and, since they obtained the suffrage, 
have sought diligently to correct ancient 
injustices with their new political power, 
They have proceeded to’ set’ the divorce 
law tight by proposing that a wife might 
secure a divorce by~ proof of adultery 
alone. They -have’'tiade, however,’ ne 
suggestion concérning thelr < ‘privneges’ 
position ‘with régard ‘to alimotiy.\ t 

To thé ‘reformers, no @énbt, their, pre- 
posals seemed simple enough. On moral 
grounds:-the old’ law could have no ‘de- 
fenders, and’ there appeared to. be: no 
reason. why -a bill to amend it should 
encounter serious opposition. As a mat- 
ter of fact, except. from those to whom 
all divorce: is an evil thing not much 
was said in Parliament against ‘the 
principle .of their equalizing sugges- 
tions, and the opponents of the bill re- 
lied. much more on indirect then on 
direct attacks, No statesman was pre- 
pared to stand up as the defender of 
the Hbertine, but @ good many were 
willing to take the part of the man of 
the: world, and* to ask the reformers 
whether "they had really thought out 
the conséquences of their proposals, 

It. waa argued that the results of a 
divorce are not limited to the sundered 
pair, but gravely affect also the chil- 
dren of the marriage. Upon the ixter- 
ests of these innocent young people, and 
not on those of frail husbands, several 
speakers preferred to dwell. Under 
their. arguments seemed to Hie the 
epinion that divorce was @ bit severe 
asa penalty for a single unfaithful act.

ATION-WIDE interest was 
aroused a few days ago by the 
announcement-;that a great 
manufacturing concern had 
taken the initiative in the em-

of jobs—and the industrial ‘and social 
ills entailed thereby—that has ever been 
made ip this. country... The experiment 
of the Procter & Gamble Soap Company 
of Cincinnati, which makes the innova- 
tion, will be closely watched by both 
employers and employes throughout the 
country, Already one lesson has come 
out of the undertaking: The problem is 
fundamentally. one of stabilization of 
buying—regular buying in” the. place of 
irreguiar buying—and the corrective 
reaches through the middleman to the 
consumer. 


The announcement came over the sig- 
nature. of William Cooper. Procter, 
President of the company. In it he 
guaranteed to some 5,500, employes of 
his firm; scattered throughout the coun- 
try, at least forty-eight weeks of work 
through the year, whether the business 
cycle is at its height or in its depths, 
whether the company has orders on its 
books for months ahead or is required 
to go out and solicit them. 

Next to the interest in the announce- 
ment comes a discussion of the plan in 
detail by Colonel) Procter. This has 
been obtained and is herewith. presented 
in the form.of an interview. 


Mr. Procter’s Idea. ~ 


“There are four or five things that 
every worker wants,’’ said Mr. Procter. 
‘« These are, first, good . conditions of 
employment; second, reasonable work; 
third, to prosper as the industry .pros- 
pers, and: to have some provision for 
old age; fourth, some voice.in the con- 
duct of affairs in which he is directly 
interested: fifth, security of employ- 
ment. -So far we have given our em- 
ployes the Your. first requests, and the 
fifth can now be granted.

ploye .could wish. Doctors have made 
our plants™ sanitary, hospital experts 
have supervised the installation of sani- 
tary equipment... Our. work ‘is. reason- 
,able,- ‘That it is not burdensome was 
made evident during the business ‘crisis 
of two years ago.

“To give our employes a chance to- 
prosper as our Industry prospers we 
have inaugurated a profit-sharing plan. 
Under:this plan; employes’ whose wages 
are Tess than $2,000 a year are entitled 
to-purchase stock’ of the ‘company on 
a partial payment basis, in an amount 
equal. to thelr yearly ‘wage. The em- 
ploye pays for this stock at the rate of 
5. per cent. a year. Profit-sharing: divi- 
dends gre paid to the employe: while he 
‘is paying ‘for the stock. © These divi- 
dends range from 10 to 20 per cent. of 
the. employe’s monthly wages, accord- 
ing to the length of his connection —— 
the firm, 

ity There are two men at the —— 

plant, one a blacksmith, who has been 
with us. for. forty years, the other a 
carpenter of thirty-five years of ser- 
vice; The blacksmith, through’ the 
profit-sharing plan, is the owner. of 500 
shares of common stock,- worth $75,000. 
On this he receives the regular stock 
dividend of 7 per cent., which gives him 
an income of $5,250, in. addition to hi 
profit-sharing income and his sal 
The carpenter. is holder of three hun- 
dred and fifty shares, valued at $49,- 
000. Yet, neither of these men has 
ever made more than $35 a week. 
-“* We provide pensions for employes, 
annuities that. give incomes up _ to 
$1,800 a year. For this a fund is pro- 
vided, to which the employes contribute 
$8 and the company $16‘for each $1,000 
of the aggregate annual wages. Death 
benefits equal to .a workman’s wages, 
not to exceed $2,400, are’ paid out of 
the same fund. : 

“Employes of the Procter & Gampte 
Company have a voice in the affairs of 
the company through the Employes’ 
Conference Committee. This body is 
composed of employes in the offices and 
plants of the company, one member for 
each fifty workers. They are elected 
by their fellow-employes. .The repre- 
sentatives meet the first Monday in the 
month. They confer with. membets of 
the management the third Monday in 
the month.

Yet even 
as far back as 1916 one striking case 
was recorded by Dr. Wilder} He came 
across a young woman whose palm and 
fingerprints, both. “ showed the simian 
type to a degree not éven approached 
by any other human individual of the 
many hundreds at -that time placed 
under observation.’’ The case, he said, 
was unique in the history ‘of human 
palms then. known, all the lines in her 
palms being longitudinal like the mon- 
key’s. 

The. family: of the young lady, . Dr. 
Wilder explained, was of old English 
ancestry. and she herself an. attractive 
young’ person of excellent mind. ‘The 
parents felt the adaspersion. so keenly 
that they would not allow the: young 
lady’s footprints to be taken, and it: was 
with reluctance that they submitted to 
having their.own fingerprints recorded. 

Normal in Other Ways. 


Dr, Wilder further explained that ‘‘ the 
subject had. nothing at all abnormal 
about her, save this singular arrange- 
ment. of the palmar friction ridges.”” He 
considered her hands ‘‘ wholly abnormal, 
strikingly like those of the large anthro- 
poids.’’ 

‘The family might have been spared 
any chargrin, for since that time many 
an atavistic fingertip has been revealed. 
The thousands of prints taken by De- 
tective Sergéant Fred Sandberg of the 
District, of Columbia Metropolitan Police 





Department and by others have brought 
to light numberless human _ finger- 
prints which can not be distinguished 
from those of monkeys. 

Sergeant. Sandberg in his experiments 
took prints from various animals as a 
means. of registration or identification. 
Cow's noses and monkey’s paws came 
in for their share of attention. And it 
was found that monkey . fingerprints 
were subject to the same classifications 
as man’s. Some fingertips have de- 
veloped in a distinctly human way. And 
some that have the same patterns as 
those of an ape are much smoother and, 
have finer ridges. The prints of a day 
laborer’s fingers would be as rough 
as those of. an ape and those of an in- 
telligent man much finer. 

Man’s fingerprint is characterized. by 
dots, by ‘‘ whorls,’’ curving parallel 
lines, that either end abruptly or join 
(bifurcation of ridges, this is called)

As all of these marks show. up much 
better in a black and white print, im- 
pressions can be studied. more easily 
than the actual subject.

Spanish People Thrive, 
Bat Nation Is Hard Pressed 


ITH millions lost in the sands of 
Morocco, a yearly deficit , rap- 
idly approaching the prewar 

reyenue and a trade balance each month 
becoming more unfavorable, few per- 
sons will ~believe that the wealth of 
Spain still remains practically unim- 
paired, that private fortunes are con- 
stantly augmenting and that the peas- 
ant never before has had so much ready 
money in his pocket. 

The reason for this paradox is that 
the capital which flowed into ‘' neu- 
tral’’ Spain during the World War has 
been wisely invested in agriculture and 
mjnes, The yield in both cereals and 
metals has been enormous and finds a 
ready market abroad, although the im- 
ports of raw materials, manufactured 
g00ds and foodstuffs have gradually out- 
stripped the exports. This last phenom- 
ena — an unfavorable trade balance — 
which usually means a poor domestic 
situation, is explained by the fact that 
Spain, like England, is gradually be- 
coming a clearing house for the Medi- 
terranean trade. Moreover, in Spain a 
sharp line of demarcation is drawn be- 
tween the state of the national and 
public finances, but even in regard to 
the national the fact is not generally 
appreciated that Spain, in proportion to 
her population, has the largest gold 
reserve of any nation on the Continent. 


Aliens in Constantinople 
. Mast Register With Police 


Polige Department of Stamboul, 
under direction of the Minister of

RUINS OF CARTHAGE 
ARE FAST EMERGING 


American Funds Have Helped 
Uncover 65 Buildings Which 
Belong to Punic Times. 


« 

EFORE the Department of Antiqui- 
B ties of Tunisia, in which the site of 

ancient Carthage lies, had recov- 
ered from disappointment because funds 
promised for the excavation of the Punic 
city had net arrived from France, col- 
laboration was offered by a party of 
Americans well supplied with money. 
The offer was eagerly accepted and 
documents drawn and signed. One of 
the conditions exacted by the collabora- 
tors was that the identity of the Amer- 
icans should not be revealed until tangi- 
ble results had béen forthcoming. 

It seems that the report of French sa- 
vants sent out last year. was not en- 
couraging. On the other hand, it was 
well known in Tunis that Pére Delattre 
had reached the foundations of: the origi- 
nal city, having uncovered, in turn, the 
foundations of the. Moslem settlements, 
the Christian, and sufficient pre-chris- 
tian remaina, to show that the phrase 
* delanda est Cathago ’’ shouki be taken 
with @ grain of salt. a 

Pére Delattre’s work stopped just short 
of any considerable excavation of the 
Punic stratum. Still, he had uncovered 
much of what remains of the first Chris- 
tian basilica of St. Cyprian and found 
bas-reliefs and capitols of pillars orna- 
mented with animals showing an evulu- 
tion in sculpture similar to that which 
took place in Europe. The basilica, like 
the Moslem mosques whith succeeded the 
Christian edifices, bor: evidence of hav- 
ing been constructed’ from material taken 
fromthe buildings of the Punic city, 
which, it is now evident, the Romans did 
not entirely sestroy. Sufficient relics of 
their own périod have been unearthed 
showing that they rebuilt the part they 
did destroy. For example, the site of 
their theatre and baths had been uncov- 
ered, although not yet completely ex- 

plored. 

This was the situation in early April 
when funds ran out andthe Americans 
arrived. Since then the work has pro- 
ceeded rapidly and scientificalty and so 
much of ancient Carthage has been. re- 
vealed as to leave no doubt that the 
work at any time may uncover valuable 
relics identified with the building and 
growth of the city founded and expanded 
‘by the legendary Dido and her Phoent- 
cian followers. 

Within the brief time in which the ex- 
cavations have been intensified, no fewer 
than sixty-five buildings of the Punic 
period have beén uncovered. These in- 
clude two sanctuaries with stdhes bear- 
ing unmistakable Punic emblems. The 
most recent find has been a number of 
ceramic furnaces, some of them almost 
intact, proving that the 
Phoenicians practiced the potter’s art 
with great skill.

started-by his father, who had been cell- 
ing a select list of customers out of 
their beds for sixty years. 

The caller makes a business of giv- 
ing an early-morning knock on the 
doors or. windows of the persons who 
must arise at an unearthly hour and 
who dare not be a minute late. Know- 
ing the weakness of the flesh and its 
love of lingering just five minutes 
lcnger beneath the blankets, they will- 
ingly pay two pence, four pence, or six 
hencé- a week to a professional whose 
services may be relied upon without fail. 

In some English towns and villages 
the caller is a respected institution, 
whose reliability has been proved 
through. the years, and who is looked 
upon as even more faithful than the 
alarm clock. 

The caller does not always. knock. 
Customers. who dislike the ‘sound of a 
harsh rap on the door have the privi- 
lege -of being waked by peas shot 
against. the “window by a blow-pipé. 
Two-pence worth of peas will last 
many callers a week: For an extra 
penny, one may employ the professional 
caller to let himself in the house with 
& pass-key and actually pull ‘one out 
of bed, for safety’s sake. 

The caller may begin his duties at 
any time after midnight, but usually 
he enters upon his rounds just before 
4A. M. Shopkeepers and teashop pro- 


prietors who minister to early custo- |- 


mers make up most of the names on his 
calling list; for they are comparatively 
wealthy men and can afford the. six- 
penny weekly fee. Other customers are 
teamsters, omnibus ‘conductors and 
drivers, taxicab chauffeurs, stevedores, 
brewery workers and navvies. 

Knocks are varied in design and loud- 
nessa according to the tastes of the ‘cus- 
tomer. Sometimes a code is used,’ say 
three short raps and one hard knock, 
or a window blind is rattled until the 
customer sleepily answers. 

Perhaps twenty different streets are 
visited, covering a walk of several 
miles, before the last customer. is 
reached. The caller then doubles on 
his trail and goes back to the houses 
where a ‘‘ second call’ is a standing 
order. A few customers have to be 
called three times, by agreement.* To 
obstinate sleepers the knocker gives 
short shrift. 


**Come on now, Bill. Show a leg!”

door until he hears the sruntiag . cus- 
tomer moving about. 

High windows do not — “the 
trained caller. ‘Though they bé three 
stories up, hé brings“his pea-shooter to 
bear and rarely fails to plant hid peas 
upon the pane with a rattle unexpect- 
edly loud in the quiet morning. 

Everybody knows the caller as he 
passes along the street. The milk- 
man and-the postman say good-morning 
to him and as he finishes his round 
about 6. o’clock the wives’ and maids 
who are out mopping the front door- 
step call a greeting.

Italian Grand Council Advises 
Against Friction and Urges 
Respect for Laws. 


— — — 


ROM the beginning of the Fascista 

movement in Italy certain labor or- 

ganizations in the United States, 
either with strong Italo-American mem- 
bership or dominated by Communist in- 
fluences, have strenuously opposed the 
movement. ~ Present propaganda not 
chly is directed against the Italian Fas- 
cismo in Italy, but also against the 
groups organized in the United States by 
American citizens of Italian origin. So 
formidable became this anti-Fascismo 
movement here \that the Italian Ambas- 
sador in Washington was obliged to take 
notice, and in the course of a speech 
made in April he condemned, by impli- 
cation, the organization of Fascista 
groups by Italians in the United States. 

The anti-Fascismo propaganda then 
turned its attention to the Italian Gov- 
ernment, asking it to forbid the forma- 
tion of Fasces abroad by those who still 
preserved their. Italian citizenship. The 
Government paid no attention to the ap-, 
peal,, hut,the Grande Consiglio Fascista,. 
convened jn Rome, has. deemed ft néces- 
sary to deal with the matter in such a 
manner that neitner the United States 
Government. nor the American people 
should have any misgivings as to the 
character of the American Fascismo rec- 
ognized by the Italian organization. 

According to dispatches frum Rome, 
the .Fascista Grand Council on July 28 
adopted the following resolutions: 

1. The Fasces abroad must strictly ob- 
serve all local laws and customs and re- 
frain from political agitation. 

2. The activities of Fascista organiza- 
tions must adapt themselves’ to local 
conditions. 

8. The Fasces abroad should maintain 
national discipline, with the aim of co- 
hesion and harmony in Italian commu- 
nities. 

4. Fascisti must abstain from any act 
or word tending to joffend the diplo- 
er ic“ or congular representatives. 

5. Fascista. propaganda should princi- 
pally exert jitself to make known both 
the old and the new Italy and all mani- 
festations of Italian life.

7. Finally, the Fascista Grand Council 
sends its fraternal salute té the 10,000,- 
000 Italians residing abroad, promising 
them the protection and support of the 
Fascista Government.

Japanese Women Revolt 
Against Their Kimonos 


ST Japanese women say “ Good- 

bye’”’ to the folds of the easy 

kimono, with all its associations 
and its color schemes, and embrace the 
more utilitarian garments of the West? 
This question is being widely discussed 
in the Japanese press and has attracted 
attention from foreigners, editors and 
Japanese economists, not to mention the 
enthusiasts for Occidental. clothes and 
others who contend for the kimono. 

Mrs, P. A. F. Cabeldu, an American 
woman and President of thé Tokio F. W. 
C. A., voicing the opinion of foreign wo- 
men in Japan, believes that Japanese 
women should not scrap the kimono for 
Western clothes. Mrs, Cabeldu is of the 
opinion that they are not fitted, either 
physically or temperamentally, to wear 
Occidental garments. 

The rising generation of Japanese wo- 
men, however, seem to believe that it is 
time the curtain was rung down on the 
kimono on the ground that foreign 
clothes are more economical, lighter and 
healthier. They state that the men of 
Japan exchanged the kimono for West- 
ern clothes because these madé them 
féel more active and better fit for work, 
and that the time has come when Japa-| 
nese women want to feel the same way. 

The editor of the Tokio Asahi, Mr. 
Sugimura, is sternly opposed to Occi- 
dental garments for Japanese women. 
“‘ Western clothes do not fit’ well on. a 
Japanese woman's body,’ he writes, 
“and are an eyesore inwting scorn from 
others."" He even goes so far as to de- 
clare that, in his opinion, some change 
shoulda be effected in'the dress of the 
women of the Imperial Court, most of 
whom wear European, or American 
clothes.

The 
‘nine millions of the north have contrib- 
uted to the hundred millions of the 
south, and Canada has been a kinder- 
garten in American citizenship for thou- 
sands who come from Europe to the 
St. Lawrence, are naturalized here and 
then filter across the international boun- 
dary. .

tions, and we must seek to replace 
from Europe what we lose to.the United 
States. 

There is genuine alarm in the Domin- 
fon over this serious drain on our peo- 
ple, for our war burdens and our rail; 
way Aleficits require double our popula- 
tion. No other problem is considered 
of such vital importance to the Domin- 
ion’s industrial and financial stability 
as the problem of decreasing emigra- 
tion to the United States and increasing 
immigration of the right class from 
the United States, Britain and North- 
ern, Europe, To preserve Canada’s eco- 
nomic independence many political 
leaders now believe that the conserva-,

one Georgian city today. This for- 
mer Russian military post, Alexandropol, 
where fur-booted Cossacks thumped out 
the rhythmic measure of their native 
dances, has become the City of’ Or- 
phans. ‘Twenty thousand small citizens 
have found a home in the American 
orphanage established there by the Near 
Bast Relief. Stone buildings which 
housed the soldiers of the late Czar are 
now occupied by the. children. The 
plains which served her military 
manoeuvres, are given over to the play 
of children. These boys and girls also 
are learning how to support themselves. 
This colony, unlike other Near East 
orphanages, where there usually is a 
mixture of races, is composed almost 
entirely of Armenian children, ranging 
from new-born babies to boys and girls 
of 15 and 16 who sdon will be ready to 
face the world. The departments are 
similar te those in any city and cover 
government; housing, education. agri- 
culture, industry, sanitation, medicine, 
hygiene, feéding and amusement. This 
.children’s city is conducted with pre- 
cision and military discipline through 
the concerted. efforts of the American 
personnel and the youngsters. them- 
selves. 2

‘There remain the three men who count 
specially, and among them General 
Mulcahy is foremost—inevitably, since 
from the death of Michael Collins on- 
ward he has combined the functions of 
Minister of Defense and Commander-in- 
Chief. The combination was contrary 
to all precedent, and in a technical 
sense cannot be said to have worked 
well, but it. is believed by many that 
no other man could have held together 
so. large a proportion of the men who 
were in the Irish Republican Army dur- 
ing its struggle against the British 
forces.. General Mulcahy ‘was then its 
Chief of Staff, and as the combat grew 
fiercer his name, as well as that of 
Collins, began to be on many lips. The 
British soldiers considered that he 
showed a gréat ability, and this be- 
came known; in a sense they made his 
reputation. In December, 1921, his ad-- 
hesion to the. supporters of the treaty 
was. undoubtedly of great moment. 
Throughout Ireland, the cry for a re- 
public was, on the whole, a bargaining 
demand, but’ in the army, among the 
young, it represented a more genuine 
{deal; the young: belfeved- in it. Great 
personal prestige was necessary for the 
leaders -who had to call them out against 
their comrades of yesterday. 
‘General Mulcahy probably believed 
that his hold, and the Free State's 
hold, on these young men would be 
lessened-if he employed, in any impor- 
tant command, men whose military ex- 
perience was gained’ in the British 
Army. At ‘all events, he’ must be

“If the election, should be thrown into 
the’ House, as is outlined in the above 
amendment, several things might hap- 
pen. “It Is conceivable that the. solid 
South and ‘the Far. West. could join 
hands .and elect the President: . There 
would be the following States in the 
Democratic South to a‘d in the purpose: 
Virginia, North Carolina, South. Caro- 
lina,’.

The Middle West representation in the 
lower house could be depended upon to 
be friendly to a Uberal candidate of the 
Democratic Party—such a man as Mc- 
Adoo—and the Mountain States would be 
more than friendly.

If three candidates are running 
and each secures electoral votes, it_may 
easily be that none of the ‘three will

“In epite of the efforts of city offi- 
clals responsible for this work, after 
frequent conferences of’ labor and .em- 
ployer and after agreements as to 
wage rates and conditions of employ- 
ment, little progress has been made on 
the buildings.
